Section 3 and Section 6 of the enclosed draft would 
seem to be sobeiiiniaace enough to extend all the authority you now have 
for the purchase and Soinaas of silver to the purchsse and Coinage of 
gold, There is always sone risk, however, in the extension of statutes 
by such language as "so far as they are ‘applicable for thero may be 
differences of opinion as to how far they are applicable, For instance, 
would you be euthoriees to use $3,000,000 of your certificates of in- 
debtedness for the purchase of fold in badition to the #3,000 000 you 
are euthorized ra use for the purohise of silver, or would you only be 
authorized to extend your $3,000,000 fmt to the purchase of eold as 
we 11: ‘@s silver. I do not notice any forther point over which confusion 
might arise, 
| No doubt Section 1 is open to but one construction but it 
Seoms to me scarcely accurate to speak of "gold coins of the weifht and 
fineness prescribed by Section 1 of the Act of March 2, 1903" when that 
| section only defines the unit of value. The point perhaps is scarcely — 
worth making but I think I wong. prefer the draft enclosed, 
I do not quite see, for myself, why you want any sold. 

Coinage. There is no profit in it and every dollar it costs is loss to 


your treasury, If the coins are put in cirenlation PerCentage of them 
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will be constantly ai sappear ink by hoarding, destruction or apn, and. 
you vill have to replace them, I understand that your silver certificates 
heave been popular and af am that would seem t0 solve the problem of ali 
denominations above the peso. I would think that with th growing familiar- 
ity of the people with United States money the latter might be used for ‘large 
‘payments, but in any case I do not see why you want rold coins, You can 
issue your om certificates against United States gold or bar fold, 

Section 6 is the al1 important section for you. Of course 
Congress must do something for you about silver coinege. Mo people can 
get along without chenge ani your present situation will soon be unsndura~ 
ble. I think you should try to eet the broad authority outlined in , 
Seotion 6 and I doubt if you would be esfe with coin eight-tenths fine. 
I am favorably eanponet. towards Conant "s suggest ion to makes the weisnt 
twenty-five ST emIae § y but the important thing to do is to fight for the 
broad suhhien tty. ‘You can explain that with the silver market unsettled as 
it is you are nonraniy: able at this time to determine a safe mrgin be- 
tween the pullion ama tubo values.

If I had known before going before you yesterday that the 


distribution of small coins was to be considsred I would have refreshed. 
my memory upon some points, It has been some years since I have given 
the matter any attention and my recollection was not very clear. Today 


‘I have been looking over the statutes ani refer you to the following 


record: 
The first act providing for the distribution of coprer coins 


is that of March 3rd, 1795, in which the Treasurer is directed to distri- 
bute them to the — of the United States Bank, and in States where 
it has no branch to the “collector of the principal towm in such sisigee same 
to be done at the risk and expense of the United States, 

The revision of the Coinage Laws made in 1837 (January 18th) 
provides that the copper coins may at the discretion of the Director of the 
Mint, be delivered in "any of the principal cities and towns ae the United 
Sfates at the cost of the mint for trans portation." The cost to be defrayed 
from the proceeds of the coins. This is a s7seping provision, 

The act of April 22, 1864, providing for the present cent 
phece, directs thet they shell be paid out by the mint and "such other 
depositaries as the Secretary of the Treasury may design te" expense to ‘be 


met from the profits of the coinage, This is & more restricted authority, 
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Nhe act of May 16, 1866 authorizing the five-cent nickel, contains 


practically the same provision for distribution as that last referred to. 
The codification of the Coinage Laws kmown as the Act of February 

12th, 1873, mekes practically the sane provision for the distribution of 
the minor coins 48s that made by the act of Janwry 16th, 1837, to-wit: 
that they are to be delivered in sie of the principal cities ami towns of 
the United States at the cost of the Mint. This provision is in force 
today and the cost of such deliveries from the mint in the lest fiscal 
year was $26,036.32. These coins have been delivered at the expense of the 
mint ever since the act of 1873 ~ent into effect. 

"1 find upon examination, that the provision in the Sundry Civil 
Bill of 1898, to which lr. Courts referred yesterday, relates only to 


the distribution of minor coin from th Treasury ani Sub-treésuries, Up 


to that tim all shipments had been mde from the mint and considerable embar- 


rassment had been experienced by th Treasury from the fact that the Sub- 
treasuries were obliged to redeem the se coins but had no authority to ship 
them. The result was that coinage and ‘Shipments were going on at the mint 
when the coins were yeally redundant ani accumulating in the offices of the 
Treasury. The Secretary of the Treasury accordingly asked for author ity 

to make shipments from the latter. Since Mr. Courts has spoken of the 


opinion I gave at that tim I think I recall having been asked 28 to the 


wisdom of distributing these coins at the public expense and I expressed the 


general opinion that it was advisable. It would appesr from Mr, Court's 


statement that the Committee did not know distribution was eoing on from the 


mints, : id 
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In the matter of Subsidiary silver coins I fing that I wag 
net quite accurate in my shattea ea of yesterday, The act of Yebruary 
21, 1855, contains the first profision for the distribution of tlese coins 
and it provides for their shipment only to"Assi stent Treasurers, depos ita= 
ries, and officers of the United States.” Prior to the passage of this act 
the fractional silver Coins vere aliquot parts of thé dollar and a full 
legal tender, They vere now reduced in weight and made limited tender, This. 
accounts for tho chenge of policy in their distribution, 

The act of 1873 contains precisely the sil ibid for distri-~ 
bution as that of 1653, the iii act (January 14th,1875) proviaes 
for the issue of the se coins "through the mints, the Sub-treasuries, public 
depositaries and Post Offices of the United States." 

The Sundry Civil Bill of March 17, 1881, conts ins the first 
éeneral provision applying not only to subsidisry silver coins but to 
doliars, by which the Secretary of the Treasury was instructed to trans port 

them free of charge ‘hen requested to do 80. You are familiar with these 
enactments since, 

In this conection i my edd that Secretary Sherman sesie to 
have considered as far back as 1878, that he had authority to del iver the 
dollars at the expense of the Treasury, I am cCaclosing herewith a copy 

of the circular issued by him, 
I can see two reasons for the delivery of subsidiary silver 


and copper coins at the Sxpense of the public, viz: 


Pirst,- Congress hes mado there Coins of limited tender, Beyond 


&n amount required to eet current needs they are an Unavailable asset to 


& bak, They are not good in the legal reserves required by lew, There ig 
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wihes f 
therefore, no danger that the banks will abuse th privilege of free ship- 
ment £8 in tho case of silver dollars; the latter being & full legal tender 
ami good in the edeees. are frequently shipped solely to suit the Pree 
venience of the benks, sithough the objeeidiitnes into which they «re shipped 
mey &lready have a surfeit of that denomimtion, The President of 
important benk in Portlani, Oregon, told ns last month, that it was the com ~ 
mon practice of the smliler banks in ths State of Oregon vhen venting 

money from San Francisco or the East, to have silver dollars shipyed in at 
the government expense and that these coins accumilated in the-banks of 
Portland beyond theiy storege facilities, compelling them to meke shipment 
out at their ovwm expense. There is a steady movement of dollars from the 
Mreasury into the smeller towms of Oregon end then out, through the Fortland 
benks, back to ths Treasury. The transportation of eny form cf full legal 
tender money at the government expense may be abused in this manmr, bde- 
cause full legal tender money is available for 211 purposes while thse 
small coins ere available for only a penaitia purpose, If ail legel tender 

_ money was transported free, al] shipwents between sub-tressury cities amd 


between distant sections of the country would be macs at the public expense, 


The congestion of funds at New York at certain seasons would be promoted and : 


the disturbsnce caused by their withdrawal at other seasons enhenced, 
The fact that sm2ll1 denominations are of limited tenier 2nd not good 
in the legal reserves will make the banks, in any cese, naturally cautious 


about applying for themjbut they will do so more freely if the shipments 


are without cost, end as there is a large profit on these coins the government 


is interested in promoting their circulation snd recoupgitself through the 
enlarged demand. It is only doing what an enterprising individual would do 


if he haa a monopoly of the issue. The public is elso more certain of

Second.- It is not proposed to discontinue distribution 


from the mints to the ten offices of the Treésury. This distribution 
gives direct service to the business men of Boston, New York, Philedelphia, 
Baltimore, Vashington, New Orlems, ‘Saint Louis, Chicégo, Cincinnati, ani 
San Francisco, The present system extends this particular services ren-

In reply to your letter of the 28th ultimo, 
asking for information as to the meaning of the 
jnitials on certain coins, you are respectfully 
informed that these letters are what are known 
as mint marks, and are placed upon coins for the 
) purpose of aistinguishing the mint at which the 
same were coined. 

Prior to 1861 there was 4 mint located at 
Charlotte, Ne Ces and one at Dahlonega, Ga. No 
coins have been struck at either of these insti=- 
tutions since 1861. Coins struck at the former, 
bore as a mint mark, the letter "CO"; those at 
Dahlonega, the letter "p", The letters "CoCo" 
are the initiels found on coins struck at the 
mint in Carson City, Nevada, which ceased to make 
coins in 1893. The letter "oO" is on coins struck 


at New Orleans, while the letter "S" is on those 
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aQe 


struck at the mint in San Francisco, Cal. The 
coins struck at the mint in Philadelphia are 
xnown by the absence of any mint mark. A mint 
was recentiy established at Denver, Colorado, 
. and coinage commenced there in February of the 
present year. The coins made at this mint will 
pear the letter "D" as a mint mark.
